A Few  Suggestions  About  Sowing, 
Etc. 

We  give  here  a few  general  rules  which  will  be 
helpful  to  beginners.  The  soil  best  suited  to  flowers 
is  a light,  rich  loam,  which  should  be  as  fine  and 
smooth  as  possible.  Should  the  soil  be  heavy,  mix 
with  sand  to  lighten  it.  Sow  the  seed  either  broad- 
cast or  in  rows,  and  cover  in  proportion  to  the  size  of 
seeds — a good  general  rule  is  to  cover  two  or  three 
times  the  size  of  the  seed — and  press  the  soil  firmly. 

Small  seeds  cannot  come  up  if  covered  deep.  Water 
with  a fine  spray,  and  do  not  allow  the  soil  to  dry  out. 
Sow  annuals  early  in  the  spring.  Some  sorts  should 
be  started  in  the  house  early  in  seed  boxes,  earthen- 
ware pans,  or  flower  fiois.  When  three  or  four  leaves 
have  formed,  transplant  to  similar  boxes  one  inch 
apart,  or  in  the  open  ground  if  warm  enough.

Select  a well -drained  spot  and  make  the  pile  of 
manure  15  to  18  inches  deep;  or  a foot  of  soil  may  be 
dug  out  and  filled  in  with  manure  well  tramped  down. 
Place  the  frame  on  it.  Then  put  4 inches  of  good  soil 
all  over  the  surface.  Throw  some  manure  or  soil  up 
against  the  outer  boards  to  hold  the  heat.  Put  on 
the  sash  and  keep  tight  for  three  or  four  days.  Keep 
a thermometer  in  the  bed,  and  when  the  temperature 
falls  to  75  degrees  seed  may  be  sown  with  safety. 
The  temperature  in  a hot  bed  should  not  be  allowed 
to  go  above  70  degrees  in  the  day,  nor  below  50  at 
night.
